A BURNING ‘BUS.

NINE ACTIONS FOR DAMAGES. 
” (BEFORE MR. sUsTIO® O'BYRNE AND A 


Nine actions against John B. Farrell, 
omnibas proprietor, of 18 St. James's terrace, 
off South Circular road, Dublin, were listed 
for hearing. They were all claims for 
damages arising out of the burning of an 
omnibus, the property of the defendant, in 
the Coombe, Dublin, on the 26th August of 
last vear. 

The plaintiffs were Kathleen Purcell, of 
Gromwell’s Fort road, Crumlin; Patrick 
Keating, of 3 Reilly's terrace, Dolphin’s 
Barn street, Dublin; Mary Neery, of Channel 
road, Rush, Co. Dublin; Catherine Carroll, 
55 John street, Pimlico, Dublin; Annie 
Abbott, 35 John street, Pimlico; Mary Hay- 
burne, 39 Reuben avenue, Dolphin’s Barn, 
Dublin; Elizabeth Murphy, of 6 Geraldine 
square, off Brown street, Donore avenue, 
South Circular road, Dublin; James F. 
Darlington and Ellen Darlington, his wife, of 
1 Rutledge terrace, Donore avenue, Dublin, 
and Ruth Holmes, 13 South Circular road, 
Dublin, 

By order all the actions were tried together, 
the question of liability to be decided in the 
first action ; the damages, should the necessity 
urise, to be assessed separately by the jury. 

Kathleen Purcell, the plaintiff in the first 
action, claimed damages for personal injuries 
suffered by her while she was a passenger on 
the omnibus, In her statement of elaim she 
set out that she was travelling from Crumlin 
to D'Olier street, Dublin, and in the course 
of the journey the omnibus burst into flames 
and was completely destroyed by fire. She 
was unable to get out of the "bus or to be 
extracted from it in proper time owing to the 
fact that the emergency door was improperly 
kept, and she was trapped in the ‘bus and 
severely burned. The defendant, by his 
servants, she alleged, acted negligently in 
relation to the fire, and caused the fire to be 
accelerated by throwing petrol or other in- 
flammable liquid on it mstead of water 

The defendant, in a traverse, denied 
negligence on his part, pleaded contributory 
negligence on the part of the plaintiff, and 
also inevitable accident. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. M. J. Ryan, K.c., 
and Mr. Walter H. Moloney (instructed by 
Mr. J. H. McCarroll) appeared for the plain.

FIFTEEN PERSONS INJURED. 

Opening the case for the plaintiff, Mr. 
Wood said that this "bus went on fire in the 
Coombe after the mid-day lunch hour on the 
28th of last August. The ‘bus, which was 
designed to carry sixteen passengers, was full 
at the time, and as a result of the accident | 
fifteen persons were treated in hospital. 
Eleven of these injured persons were women, 
and two of the persons who were burned in 
the "bus that day had since died. 

rhe plaintiff, Kathleen Purcell, boarded 
the “bus at Crumlin, the only persons on the 
bus at that time in addition to herself being 
the driver and the conductor At the 
Dolphin Garage, Dolphin’s Barn. the driver 
stopped to take in petrol, and just before 
the ‘bus started again Miss Purcell saw the 
man from the garage put a tin beside the 
driver's seat. The ‘hus pulled up at 
Dolphin’s Barn street to take up passengers,

Miss Elizabeth Murphy said that she was 
a passenger in the ‘bus. The flames were 
bet ween hes and the door. She heard a man 
saving, '“ For God's sake, break the glass, 
and immediately the glass was broken from 
the outside. She got out through the window 
at the seal where she was sitting. 

Patrick Kelly, a Fire Brigade man, who 
said he attended the fire, said that he found 
a petrol tin just inside the door of the ‘bus. 
He found that the contents of that tin was 
water. He found another petrol tin between 
the seats, and it appeared to be empty. 
He also found some tobacco pouches and a 
pipe in the “bus. 

Joseph Connolly, Captain of the Fire Bri- 
gade, and Christopher McDonogh, another 
member of the Brigade, gave evidence of 
having gone to put out the fire. 

JAMMED EMERGENCY DOOR, 

Peter Lynam, 23 St. Kevin's Parade, said 
that he was a passenger in the ‘bus, and 
was seated near the back and close to the 
emergency door. He was accompanied by 
Miss Keating, who was seated beside him. 
He saw a child standing near the emergency 
door, and he stood up to give the child his 
seat. “As I stood up, he added, “the 
whole "bus was enveloped in flames,’’ He 
tried to open the emergency door, but could 
not do so, He became sufiocated and col- 
lapsed. He was nearly a month in hospital. 
He was present at the inquest on Miss 
Keating.

Mr. Maguire—At the inquest did you say, 
“ I was crushed against the emergency door 
by the passengers ' 

The Witness—I may have said it.

Miss Ruth Holmes, another passenger, said 
that she saw nothing until she heard a 
shout of ‘ Fire.” She then saw flame burst 
ing up. The witness also gave an account 
of the failure to open the door, and said 
that she was taken out through a window. 

Replying to Mr. Conor Maguire, she said 
there was really no commotion until they 
found that the emergency door could not be 
opened. 

Mrs. Ellen Darlington deposed to hearing 
the conductor telling the peope to get out of 
the way, and also to seeing him trying to 
open the door, She became unconscious, and 
was taken out through a window.

WINDOWS BROKEN. 

Michael Keating gave evidence of having 
tried to open the emergency door from the 
outside, and said that, having failed to open 
the door, he got a shovel, broke the window 
and assisted in taking passengers out 
through it. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Gavan Duffy, he 
said that another man was able to open the 
emergency door from the outside. 

William O’Brien said that on the Sunday 
before the fire he was on the ‘bus that was 
burned and tried to open the emérgency door 
from the inside to admit a friend who was 
outside, but was unable to open the door. 
His friend tried to open the door from the 
outside, and was unable to do so. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Martin Maguire, 
he said that he did not take the number 
of the "bus.

With respect to some par- 
ticular transactions it was stated in his 
evidence and shown that he received an open 
cheque from the deceased man for £4,141 on 
the 25th of January, 1919. The records of 
the purchases an.l payments were kept in 
books used for the purpose, with particulars. 
Some of the accounts were left outstanding, 
and entries were made in the books from 
time to time. Letters from the deceased, Mr. 
Slattery, to the appellant with reference to 
‘squaring up ” the accounts were allnded to 
in the evidence and read, one of them being 
written by him in 1913, when he was ill. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

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CHAUCER’S HUMOUR.

LECTURE BY FRENCH 
PROFESSOR, 


Lecturing at University College, Dublin, 
yesterday, on ‘‘Chaucer’s Humour” Pro- 
fessor Cazamian, of the University of 
Paris, said thai the full emergence 
of English humou “was seen first 
in the ae of Chaucer, In his work was 
seen no longer only the momentary gleam, 
gathering strength 1 i metlactive flash. 
For the first time in English literatare— 
perhaps in any litersture—humour was the 
soul and essence o! te aytist and his work. 
lt was not so from the beginning ; much had 
heen written of the gradual change in his 
manner, from the uncertainties of his early 
apprenticeskip to the manner of .writer he 
became. His humour was a way of thought, 


with it, and in that habit of mind he had his 
being.

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| A Gaelic Scholar. 


I.am reminded that Tuesday last. was 
the fiftieth anniversary of the death. of 
Joseph O’Longan, one of the last of-a 
great family of Gaelic scholars and 
scribes.. O’Longan was a well-known 
figure in the Dublin of his time, and was 
particularly esteemed in the Royal Irish 
Academy, for ‘which he had worked 
arduously. It was he who transcribed for 
the Academy the Middle Irish codices 
Íróm which were executed the facsimiles 
of the Book of the Dun Cow, the Book of 
Leinster and the Speckled Book. His 
brothers, Peter and Pau!, were also noted 
scribes. 

Their father was the famous Micheál 
Og O Longáin, born near Cork about 1765 
and son of a scholar who had been one of 
the group known as the ‘School of Poetry 
at Croom. Co. Limerick. Micheál was a 
United Irishman, helped to organise the 
rising of 1798, and was almost the only 
Gaelic poet who sang the praises of the 
United men in Irish. In his travels 
through the country he copied Gaelic 
MSS. and. became ‘the. most prolific 
scribe of later times.’’ Many of these 
MSS. are in the Murphy collection in St. 
Patrick’s College, Maynooth. 

By the way, patrons of the News-room 
in Commercial Buildings,. Dame: street, 
may be interested to know that for many 
vears the librarian and curator there was 
Anthony O’Curry, brother of Eugene 
O’Curry, whose work in Celtic studies 
rivalled that of John O'Donovan in 
importance.

An &x-Premier. 


The Right Hon. W. M. Hughes, who has 
just been involved in a motor-car accident 
in Australia, has been a dominating force 
in politics for the best part of forty 

years, Mr. Hughes, 

as his name implies, 
by birth, a 
Welshman, and was 
educated at  Lian- 
dudno and. at St. 
Stephen's School, 
Westminster. While 
ptill in his twenties, 
he emigrated to 
Auantralra, and 
within ten years was 
elected as a Labour 
Member of the 
Federal. Parliament 
for North Sydney 
Division. 

He was appointed 
Premier in 1915, and held office con- 
tinuously until 1923—longer than any 
of the Allied Premiers—-was one of the 
delegates to the Peace Conference in 1919. 
and generally represented the country of 
his adontio: at the Imperial Conference 
in 1926. A strong advocate of close 
collaboration between the Dominions and 
the’ Mother Country, he, nevertheless, 
decries the policy of appointing. Dominion 
representat*ves in foreign countries. 

His attitude towards this volicy was 
forcibly .expressed in his outspoken book 
on ..imperial .affairs—‘‘ The Splendid 
Adventure: A ‘Review of Empire Rela- 
fions,” which was published last year. 
and in wh'ch he criticises the Union of 
South Africa, Canada, and the Executive 
Government of the Irish Free State, for 
their various attitudes in the matter. 


Gozthe's Toy Train. 


The revival of Goethe’s ‘‘ Faust’’ at the 
Gate Theatre this week reminds me that 
Goethe’s two grandsons, Walter and 
Wolfgang,- were among the. first children 
to possess a tin train as a plaything. 
An English friend of the great German 
poet sent him, nearly a hundred years 
ago, a smal! model of the train invented 
by George Stephenson, which Goethe kept 
till Christmas and then gave to his 
crandsana, : 

One can well picture the astonishment 
and admiration this wonderful piece of 
mechanism aroused in the Goethe fami]y, 
and its large circle of friends: and we 
can well believe that the author of 
‘Faust’’ himself did not think it 
beneath his dignity to go down on his 
knees and join his little grandsons in 
starting the train. . The German. toy 
industry, though very active even at that 
period, had not put anything of the kind 
upon the market, and it was only in 
1855 that Nuremberg—the centre of the

do I think that any other nation in 
Christendom. does use it, but only 
Italians, who do always at their meals 
use a little fork when they cut their

lrish Pearls. 


A correspondent writes:—Your recent 
remarks on Irish jewels of various kinds 


Mr. G. F. Keutry. 


| prompt me to add a-word on Irish pearls. 


I remember that a few years ago a friend 
told me that at that time near 
Lagnalstown during the summer months 
the country girls were in the habit of 
paddling about in the upper reaches of the 
Barrow looking for fresh-water mussels 
in the hope of finding some containing 
pearls. Sometimes they used to go for 
weeks on end without meeting with any 
success, and sometimes they would find 
three or four pearls all at once. Most of 
these were quite small, and not of any 
great value. Still, many of the girls in 
the district had had pendants made of 
them, and a few had even collected a 
large enough number to make a whole 
necklace. : 

It seems that the custom oí fishing Íor 
pearls in the rivers of Ireland is quite an 
old one. I have read an account of the 
practice as far back as 1688, when in 
many parts.of the country, in the slack 
period before the harvest, the poor people 
were in the habit of going into the water 
and ‘‘ some with their toes, some with 
wooden tongs, and some by putting. a 
sharpened stick irfto the opening of the 
shell " collected the mussels. According 
to this account, although not more than 
oné shell in a hundred had a pearl in it, 
and not more. than one pearl in a hundred 
was tolerably clear, yet, “a vast mumber 
of fair merchantable pearls, and too good 
for the apothecary, are offered for sale bv. 
these people every summer assize.’” Many 
of the nobility appear to have taken 
advantage of the cheap rates at which 
these pearls were sold; for I find that a 
pearl weighing thirty-six carats and 
valued at £40 was bought for fifty 
shillings, and that Lady Glenanly refused 
an offer of £80 from. the Duchess of 
Ormond for a pearl which had originally 
been sold by a miller for £4 10s. 


Chincherinchees. 


A correspondent writes:—One of my 
presents last Christmas was a boxful of the 
wonder flowers >f South Africa which a 
friend sent to me from the Cape. They 
travelled well, being still in the bud stage 
and looked something like a white blue- 
bel]. Acting on the instruction enclosed 
by the flower farm which supplied them, 
I cut the stems and put them into warm 
water and kept them in a warm room. 
In a few days the buds began to open, and 
in u couple of weeks the stems bore clusters 
of beautiful six-pointed stars. Now the 
water has been removed to allow them 
to dry, and it will be interesting to see 
how long they will keep their beauty. 
Their botanical name is the rather ugly 
and poner ** Ornithogalum,’’ but they 
are known locally as “ Chincherinchee ”’ 
(originally Chincher Uintje). This name 
was suggested by the curious rustling 
sound made by the stems touching ‘one 
other. .

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AN ATTACK ON MISSIONS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sim,—Father Browne, in the charity — 
y; 
describes some members of the Church of 
Ireland as persons who care little for the love 
of Christ and are actuated by sheer hatred of 
the Roman Catholic Church. We are all 
anxious at the present time to know how best 
to ‘succour Russian Christians who are In 
tribulation, yet none of us is actuated by 
sheer hatred of the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republies. Christian Churches do not hate 
one another in the twentieth century. Your 
reference to the Malines Conversations m 
to-day’s issue is sufficient to show that the 
way of sheer hatred of one another, on account 
of religions differences which we have all 
inherited from our forefathers, is a way of 
approach towards one another that has the 
approval neither of the Roman Catholic 
“ae nor of the Anglican Communion. 

May I reply to Father Browne in this way? 
He knows of numerous religious organisations 
in the Roman Catholic Church which aim at 
nourishing the spiritual life of the members 
of those organisations. J] know of numerous 
organisations in the Reformed Churches which 
have a similar aim. This morning I read, for 
the nourishment of my spiritual life, certain 
verses in the fifth chapter of St. Matthew's 
Gospel, according to the. Rule of the Scripture 
Union. I read those verses with the comment 
made on them by Father Hugh Pope, O.P., 
S.T.M., DAR, in the jens = New 
Testament,’’ a New Testament that has the 
tmprimatur of the authorities of the Roman 
Catholic Church; and Father Yo draws 
attention to the inner spirit of the Command- 
ments, to Our Lord’s teaching on anger, con- 
tempt, charity. On the words, ‘‘ Be at agree- 
ment with thy adversary betimes,”’ Father 
Pope makes the comment: “‘It is not so 
much the word or look as the inward thought 
accompanying it that is blameworthy.’’ I am 
willing to learn from any good person. I 
have learned much from my good Jewish 
neighbours on the South Circular road. 
Yesterday 1 told my congregation that the 
commentaries of Hugh of St. Victor and 
Richard of St. Victor on the Scriptures were 
still well worth reading. My testimony is 
that “the inward thought ’’ of members of 
the Church of Ireland towards members of 
the Roman Catholic Church is never that of 
sheer hatred. If it were, it would be, as 
Father Pope says, *‘ blameworthy.’ Let us 
at least understand one another. Protestants 
are continually reading the Holy Scriptures, 
or hearing them read and expounded, and 
these Sacred Writings, in season and out of 
season, inculcate love towards God as the 
first commandment and love of one's neigh- 
bour as the second commandment. It is 
obedience to those two Divine commandments 
we all need to practise in Ireland. 

If Father Browne would publish the 
evidence for his statement that the Irish 
Church Missions is *‘ rich with the plundered 
wealth of Irish tribesmen, rich with the 
sacrilegious spoil of monastery and glebe and 
convent,” giving the names of the Irish 
tribes, the monasteries, glebes and convents, 
he would make a real contribution to the 
study of Irish history. The question is one 
of historical interest. I have documentary 
evidence that there was continuity of holding 
property in St. Catherine’s: Parish when my 
predecessor, Sir Peter Lewis, conformed in 
the sixteenth century. It is such a difficult 
historical problem to trace the ownership of 
& piece of property, say, in Thomas street, 
as I have tried to do, from the twelfth or 
thirteenth century down, through all the 
changing centuries to the present day, that 1 
should be delighted to examine the evidence, 
set down In black and white, fer Father 
Browne's statement that the Irish Church 
Missions has historical continuity with Anglo- 
Norman Ireland. 

Father Browne’s reference to the Bal- 
briggan fire accident reminds me of the essav 
of Charles Lamb on Valentine’s Day. “Hail 
to thy returning festival, old Bishop Valen- 
tine! Great is thy name in the rubric, thou 
venerable Archflamen of Hymen! Immortal] 
go-between ; who and what manner of person 
art thou? . Mysterious personage! Like 
unto thee, assuredly, there is no other mitred 
father in the calendar; not Jerome, nor 
Ambrose, nor Cyril; nor the consigner of 
undipt infants to eternal torments, Austin, 
whom all mothers hate; nor he who hated all 
mothers, Origen.” Personally, I would rather 
see a baby in a bird’s nest than in a Bal.

SHAMROCK V. AND DUBLIN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sir,—This. is a personal and unofficial 
letter, which, I hope, may forward the inte- 
rest of yacht racing in Ireland, At the 
annual fixture meeting of the Yacht Racing 
Association last December, in London, two 
days were left for regattas for the big yachts 
in Dublin Bay—Monday, June 16th, and 
Tuesday, June 17th, 1930. Sir Thomas 
Lipton is building a new yacht, Shamrock 
V., to race for the America Cup next 
September. This is the sixth racing yacht 
that Sir Thomas Lipton has built called 
Shamrock. Five have been numbered and 
built for the America Cup, and one other, 
the popular 23-metre cutter 

It is proposed this year to race the new 
Shamrock V. against the other big yachts in 
England, Ireland and Scotland up to the end 
of the Clyde races, when she will leave, for 
America, I feel sure that in the vicinity of 
Dublin Bay, one of the best and most 
beautiful of all our yacht-racing courses, 
there must be many sporting people who 
would Jike to see the new Shamrock under 
racing canvas, and I hope that the yachts- 
men of the neighbourhood will be able to 
organise & good yacht race for her to sail. 
The sportsmanship of Sir Thomas Lipton at 
his great age must appeal to us all. Single- 
handed, he is for the fifth time trying to win 
the America Cup, which has never been 
won by anybody. Englishmen, Irishmen and 
Scotsmen have tried without success. Four 
yachts are being built in America by wealthy 
syndicates of sportsmen to select the best 
possible defender of the Cup, which Sir 
Thomas Lipton’s Shamrock will meet at 
Newport, Rhede Island, on September 13th. 
Sir Thomas has a hard fight before him with 
the Shamrock Y., but he has a sporting 
chance, and I believe that he will win. 

It is important that the Shamrock V. 

should be well tested in good races, and 
Dublin Bay should afford a very good trial. 
Last year I had the pleasure to race at 
Kingstown, where I had not sailed for four. 
teen years. The visiting yachts were receivea 
with that kindness and hospitality for which 
your coasts have always been famed, and of 
which 1 have personally had very many 
years’ experience. 
” Not the least among the pleasant memories 
of out visit to Dublin in 1929 is the recol 
lection that, on arrival in harbour, President 
Cosgrave did not forget us, but welcomed us 
when we dropped anchor and sent a beautiful 
“bunch of roses for the cabin table of each 
yacht, Those aboard the yacht in which I 
sailed were fresh still when we had made a 
sunny passage to the Firth of Clyde and the 
green shores of Ireland had faded in the 
western haze astern. 

I hope, sir, that Irish folk will see the 
Shamrock V. in Dublin Bay this year on 
June 16th and 17th, and that the racing 
colours: of the fleet which go the 
coast, as in olden times, on those days may 
be ening, in the sun in your hospitable

BELFAST, Monday. 
HE Northern House of Commons will 
assemble to-morrow to consider the 
Unemployment Insurance Bill, but there 
is no indication of public interest in the 
proceedings, the result being foregone. Mr. 
J. M. Andrews, Minister of Labour, will 
move the second reading of the measure, 
and it is expected that it will have passe: 
through all its stages within three days, 
after which it will be sent to the Senate, 
where it will receive the final impress of 
approval. It is understood that the bill 
will get the Royal assent on Tuesday, 
25th inst., and Parliament then will be 
prorogued until the middle of March, 
when it is hoped that Lord Craigavon will 
resume his duties as Prime Minister aiter 
his long holiday. i 
The political situation with regard to 
Northern legislation has become very 
peculiar since Labour came into office at 
Westminster. The people here are told by 
their leaders that it is the duty of the 
eleven Unionist Six County members of 
the Imperial Parliament to oppose the 
bills introduced by the Labour Govern- 
ment in the British House of Commons ; 
but as soon as they become law they must 
be adopted—if not »welcomed—by the 
Northern Government. To the ordinary 
man this is a puzzle, but it seems to in 
dicate that Northern Ireland is dependent 
on the good-will of the British Administra- 
tion—whether Conservative or Labour—tor 
financial favours. 


AN ULSTER CUSTOM. 


The views of Captain Herbert Dixon, 
M.P., Chief Whip of the Northern 
Commons, on this question are interesting. 
He told the Women Unionists of Bangor 
a few days ago that at Westminster it was 
the duty of the Opposition to oppose, but, 
once a bill was passed, it was the duty of 
the Opposition, as good citizens, to obey 1t. 
In Ulster, he said, that custom held good. 
Even the gallant Captain, however, must 
admit that it did not always hold good in 
the historic province; but Captain Dixon 
is correct when he says that there are 
certain services which are reserved 
services, and there are other services in 
connection with which they in Ulster have 
ugreements with the British Government. 
Whatever laws are passed im connection 
with these matters at Westminster, 
Captain Dixon added, they in Ulster were 
bound to carry out, but that did not mean 
that their imperial members from ‘he 
North should not take part in debates at 
Westminster upon such things. Rather, 
it was the bounden duty of the imperial 
members to see that such laws, applyinz 
to Ulster, were as perfect as possible. 

The Unionist rat sn are sighing for the 
day when the Labour Government will te 
turned out neck and crop, and they will be 

laced once more in the happy position of 
being able to take pride in their step-by- 
step policy with Great Britain. When 
that takes place, Mr. Archibald Scott, who 
presided at the luncheon in Mr. Baldwin's 
honour on Saturday last. says that 
on the morrow of Mr. Baldwin’s day 
of victory the linen trade will be on his 
doorstep for safeguarding. It has already 
failed twice in that attempt, but it is said 
that the third time is lucky. 


SAFEGUARDING. 


The cry for safeguarding the [Irish 
linen industry is as insistent as ever in 
the Six Counties, but the prospects of 
relief are still remote. A glance into the 
past shows that it is unwise to place too 
much reliance on the promises of politi- 
cians. They may mean well, but conflict- 
ing interests have to be considered in the 
solving of national problems. It will be 
recalled that even the Conservative 
Government turned down the safeguard- 
ing proposals placed before it by various 
associations representing both the Irish 
and the Scottish linen industry, which 
relied on a previous declaration that the 
Conservative Party “were determined 
to safeguard the employment and stan- 
dard of living of our people in any 
efficient industry in which they are 
imperilled by unfair gp oo wel 

Mr. John Gilliland, director of the 
Irish Linen Guild, Belfast, has drawn 
attention to this matter, and he says that 
Mr. Baldwin is a _ philosopher whose 
amiability and suggestion of general con- 
tentment have endeared his personality 
to many. Opportunity to create an open 
road for the suffering industries of this 
country, says Mr. Gilliland, has knocked 
twice at Mr. Baldwin’s door without 
result. Will it knock again? The ques- 
tion is asked whether Mr. Baldwin has 
anything further to offer; but the 
answer, so far as Northern Ireland is 
concerned, is disappointing. 


SOME CAUSTIC COWVMENTS. 


Another aspect of the problem has been 
presented by Captain Denis Ireland, one 
of Belfast's leading linen merchants. 
Speaking at a meeting of the Church of 
Ireland Young Men’s Literary and 
Debating Society during the week-end, 
Captain Ireland expressed himself in 
favour of rationalisation of the linen 
industry, and said that its extremely 
serious condition was due to slackness on 
the part of manufacturers, and their 
incapacity to accept the facts of modern 
life so as to adapt themselves to present 
economic conditions. There was, he de- 
clared, waste from useless rivalry, caus- 
ing price-cutting, as well as a lack of 
organisation in placing their products on 
foreign markets. He advocated a central 
control, with a certain degree of auto- 
nomy for special trade interests. The 
assistance of the banks, in his opinion, 
was also necessary.

That portion of the prison called vocational 
building is a three-storey workshop raised 
and equipped by the labour of the prisoners. 
In this building young men are taught trades. 
which they may follow after their release. 
The main occupation is the automobile 
repairing and refurnishing, which is proving 
very satisfactory. 

A number of photographs showing the 
different offices and departments of the in- 
stitution were handed round by Dr. Magennis. 
There was a library, a shop where tobacco, 
cigarettes, sweets, fruit, etc., were sold to 
the prisoners, some of whom earn 7d. a day 
and rising to 30s. a month for their work. 
There are recreation halls, where religious 
Services, school classes and entertainments 
are held. The prisoners are well fed: a tailor’s 
shop and a dairy barn are on one of the 
farms owned Ly the institution, on which fine 
dairy cattle are kept. A dentist and a 
medical specialist were employed to look after 
the health of the prisoners. The system had 
been in existence since 1920, and during the 
past seven years there had not been a single 
attempt to escape. (Laughter and applause.) 
ile was happy in the thought thdt here, at 
least, was a great effort, made on a grand 
scale and inspired with a noble purpose, to 
taise from degradation and despair a mass 
of humanity, more sinned against, perhaps, 
than sinning, to extend to these social ont- 
casts some of that charity that is more the 
boast than the practice of our vaunted 
civilisation, 

The Rev. Dr, Hanna, moving a vote of 
thanks, said that whoever was responsible 
for inviting Dr. Magennis there that day 
deserved the thanks of the Rotary Club. He 
hoped that when Dublin Rotarians who were 
to attend the Convention in. Chicago were 
charged with any lapse from’ grace they 
would find themselves in such an institution 
as that described by Dr. Magennis. and that 
they would be taught to werk. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Denis Barrett, seconding, said that, if 
the present peaceful season continued in 
lreland, and prisons continued to be closed 
as they were a visit to ona of them would 
be in the nature of an antiquarian visit, 

The vote was passed amid applause.

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MORE CLAIMS BY CIVIL 
SERVANTS. 
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The Civil Service Compensation Comiittee, 
Which has been set up to hear applications 
for compensation from civil servants under 
Article 10 of the Treaty and under the 
Retired Officers Act, 1929, resumed “its  sit- 
bing at 89 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterday, 
Judge Davitt presiding. The other members 
of the Committee present were Messrs, W, 
Doolin, O. J. Redmond, J. Leonard and A, 
McE. Kelly. Mr, 1. O'Gorman, Secretary, 
was in attendance, 

James 0’Leary, a postal official, was called, 
and said that his motive for retirement was 
the change of Government. He was “ reared 
up in British environments,’’ his father 
having been a sergeant in the R.LC. He 
came from County Cork, and he intended 
going back to live there. The cost of living 
and the rents of houses were lower in Cork 
than in Dublin. 

Replying to Mr, Kelly, he said that tus 
pension was more secure under the British 
Government. A nuniber of people had been 
romoted over his head since the change of 

cvernment. 

John Bernard Somers, a postal fficial 
earning 58s. a week, gave the same reason 
for retiring, and added that there was a 

neral feeling of discontent after the Pest 
Office strike, which, to a certain extent, was 
due to the change of Government. 

Questioned by Mr. Doolin, the witness said 
that after the strike there was re-grading, 
and there was a fairly general belief that its 
object was to humiliate. He was born in 
Waterford, educated in Ireland, and. gave all 
his service here. 

Answering Mr. O. J. Redmond, he said 
that he was going into complete retiremenc. 
He would take an interest in his garden. 

‘‘T have no confidence in any Government 
party, he declared afterwards. 

'' Any party ”” queried Mr. Redmond. 

The Witness—I mean in any Governmen:. 
Even if the Opposition party came into power 
to-morrow I wouid retire. 

In farther reply to Mr. Kelly, he said 
that he was postmaster’s confidential clerix 
in Sligo for ten years, and believed that his 
rank at’ present should be higher than 
‘Grade B,”” which was decidedly humiliat- 
ing.

Questioned by Mr. Redmond, he said that 
he was over sixty years of age, and could 
have retired on pension. He believed that 
if the British had remained here, he would 
have continued to serve under them. 

In reply to Mr. Doolin, he said that he 
had been offered the position of overseer, but 
declined to accept it because he did not want 
to travel or to be absent from home. He 
intended :to continue living in Dublin. 

A fentaile Post Office writing assistant said 
that she wished to retire owing to the change 
of Government and a feeling of insecurity. 

The Chairman—Do you really think the 
country is still unsettled?—I do. 

Do you really ask us to believe that the 
country is. unsettled’—It is the general 
opinion, and you can never tell what the 
future may bring, , 

Even if the British were here you could 
never tell what the future might bring?— 
Things were different under the British. 

Mr. Doolin—The country was much more 
settled under the British ?—-Yes. 

The Chairman—What is it that is insecure? 
—Supposing any other party got into power 
you do not know what they would do. 

Supposing they did get in and cut your 
salary, do you not know your remedy—could 
you not come before this Board for compensa-

And you take nothing for granted in the 
future ’—No. 


A PERSONAL MATTER.

THE GATE THEATRE OPENS. 

Before an audience distinguished and repre- 
sentative, the curtain rose upon the first pro- 
duction of the Dublin Gate Theatre In the 
Rotunda’ Buildings, Cavendish row, ast 
night. 
' ‘The Governor-General of the Free State, 
several members of the Executive Council, 
Senators and Deputies, prominent civil 
servants, and the leaders of the professions, 
dramatists, business men, and large numbers 
of that. vaguely defined thing, ' the general 
publie,” gave the new theatre an enthusiastic 
send-off on what both Mr. Hilton Edwards 
and Mr. Micheal MacLiammoir trusted would 
be a beneficial career for everyone interested 
in the theatre in Dublin and im Ireland. 

This first production was a new version of 
Goethe’s?famous tragedy, ** Faust,’’ adapted 
by Messrs. Tristan and Graham Rawson, 
which was first staged at the Old Vic in 
London some six years ago, aid ‘since pro- 
duced with considerable success in Great 
Britain and the United States. This version 
is staged in eighteen seenes, presenting splen- 
did possibilities to the producer and bringing 
the dramatic quality vividly before the 
audience, Those who have hitherto been 
familiar only with the operatic version must 
have been somewhat shocked by some scenes 


by the poignancy of many of the more tragic 
events with which the play abounds. 
PROLOGUE IN HEAVEN. 

Opening with a Prologue in Heaven, the 

play proceeds speedily to Faust’s study, the 


room, to Margaret’s cell in the prison, to 
Faust’s palace by the sea, and finally to ay 
Epilogue in Heaven. The story of Faust’s 
desire for youth and his temptation is pre- 
sented in verse that is flexible and realisti¢. 
Recovering his lost youth, ke proceeds to woo 
Margaret, while Mephistopheles occupies his 
time with Martha. The serenade of 
Margaret's house and the killing of Valentine 
follow quickly, and then. Faust visits Margaret 
in the prison, One scene in. which 
Mephistopheles and Fanst visit’ Auerbach's 
cellar might have been made richer in‘ Gontedy 
by better casting and acting@s — 

' When. it is remembered” that the east 
humbers nearly fifty persons, the ‘acting was, 
on the whole, exceedingly good. The 
principals were in all: cases excellent, and 
Messrs. Edwards and MaclLiammoir, with 
Miss Coralie Carmichael, richly deserved the 
applause that greeted them many times 
throughout the evening ; and at the fall of the 
final curtain they had to respond to repeated 
curtain-calls.. The Faust of Mr. Micheal 
MacLiammoit was metitulously studied and 
very carefully acted. At times there wes 
something of a*tremor, which indicated a 
neryousness natural enough in a first produc- 
tion in a new theatre, but throughout the 
long play his voice maintained a quality: that 
made. Goethe in English superb. Mephisto- 
pheles, as portrayed Sy Mr. Hilton Edwards, 
was such a engaging fellow that to succumb 
to his allurement. were the easiest thing in 
the world. None of “the devil in red 
vélvet’’ about him; instead there 
devil “in red and black, which 
admirably with the 
theatre. 
its utmost value, both in singing and elocu- 
tron, so that a compact. figure of the most 
delightful devil imaginable emerged. Miss 
Carmichael’s Margaret might have been some- 
what more supple, but she rose to great 
heights in the Prison Scene, and in. that 
with her dying brother.. These are -acting 
feats which no, one interested. in the Dublin 
theatre should miss. 

This, however, is essentially a. producer's 
play; one in which the skill of the 
technician counts for so much that it were 
difficult to say at what point the poet ‘yields 
domination to the expert in stagecraft; It 
must be .said. that here. Mr, Hilton Edwards 
again excelled himself. The colourings of 
the settings and decorative . effects were 
painted by Mr, . MacLiammoir, whe: alse 
designed the masks and the costumes, 

The Gate Theatre itself is attractive, with 
a recessed stage and comfortable seating, for 
which Mr. Michael Scott is responsible as 
architect, One thing might receive attention: 
the heating of the theatre was so bad’ last 
night that the audience had everv sympathy 
with Mephistopheles when he said his “ blood 
was wintry.’”’

Does the Conference offer any prospect 
of success? Since it began the delegates, 
without exception, have been basing all 
their offers and demands on the theory 
that another war not only is possible, but 
is likely. Everybody seems to have for- 
gotten the Kellogg Pact, which is not yet 
two years old, although by. virtue of this 
instrument all five naval Powers, with 
many others, solemnly renounced war in 
perpetuity. What is the plain man to 
think? Alone among the nations, Britain 
has given tangible proof of her good faith. 
Her Navy to-day is far weaker than it was 
in 1914; and it must be remembered that, 
while to other Powers navies are luxuries, 
she depends almost entirely on her strength 
at sea. The United States has taken the 
initiative in the disarmament movement ; 
but what has Washington done to give 
practical effect to President Hoover's 
idea? Sixteen years ago the United 
States Navy was very much smaller than 
that of Great Britain ; to-day, ton for ton, 
it is larger. France and Italy have no 


| possible use for large fleets, unless for 


purposes of ‘‘defence” against each 
other, while Japan is measuring her 
strength entirely against the United 
States. If the nations really mean to 


| abide by the terms of the Kellogg Pact, 


there can be no _ necessity for the 
arithmetical wranglings of the last few 
weeks.

Gas Poisoning. 

The report of the Departmenta] Com- 
mittee which considered “the increase 
during recent years in the number of 
deaths ascribed to coal-gas supplied for 
domestic purposes, ' presents some Tfe- 
markable figures. While in 1918 coal- 
gas accounted for two hundred and ninety- 
five deaths, of: which one hundred and 
ninety-three were suicidal, in. 1928 the 
total was one thousand three hundred and 
fifty-nine, of which one thousand one 
hundred and ninety-one were held to be 
suicidal. In spite of this alarming increase, 
it seéms that the total number of suicides 
by all methods is not much im excess of 
that which obtained before the War. 
During the War period itself this number 
sank to a very low level—a phenomenon 
usual at such times. Thus the gas-oven 
may be said to have introduced a new 
fashion in suicide rather than an increase 
of this distressing extravagance. Sir 
Maurice Craig, in his evidence, supported 
this view, and added that the “will to 
die” always was the primary factor in 
such cases. No doubt, he is right, but 
“will to die” often is transient. 
Indeed, this transience is upheld by 
most coroners’ juries, who return with 
monotonous regularity a verdict of '' tem- 
porarily insane.” Generally, the Depart- 
mental Committee has taken a sound view, 
and its report, while it contains various 
rec. ~mendations calculated to reduce the 
already small risk of accident, explains 


that any measures to frustrate would-be. 


suicides would entail unjustifiable hard- 
ships on right-minded citizens. We cannot 
disagree with this attitude, although we 
suspect t--at an absence of gas-ovens would 
reduce the tota: number of suicides. It 
is significant that women are more prone 
than men to take their own lives, and to 
the hysterical housewife the gas-oven, in 
her moments of mental aberration, pre- 
sents an easy path from the cares of life, 
A rocking intellect does not consider that 
the unknown may prove to be less toler- 
able than the known. The unfortunate 
woman only can see a “ way out ” of 
immediate trouble, and past experience of 
dentists tells her that gas is painless. 
Until science and medicine can minister 
unto a mind :diseased, and while nations 
are content to allow tens of thousands of 
their citizens to live in conditions 
that often are insupportable, suicide will 
remain to shame civilisation. The sugges- 
tion that the proportion of carbon 
monoxide in domestic gas shall be reduced, 
to make it innocuous, is mot practicable. 
Even if it were practicable, the resultant 
increase of cost would make such a procoss 
undesirable. Prevention ‘of ‘suicide never 
will be achieved by théfrustration of the 
act; humanity must labour to evolve a 
world in which all will rejoice to be alive.

of high value: Indeed, it may be that the 
digging and exporting of turf will become 
a main industry of Ireland, and that our 
maligned bogs will be, one day, the envy 
we nations. Certainly, if we prefer to use 
‘Ny material for our own purposes, it will 
bé necessary to establish many industries, 
dependent on cheap fuel for their activity, 
before the vast supplies of Irish turf will 
be exhausted, Perhaps, nothing will come 
of the process, and in that event we can 
console ourselves with the reflection that 
it might have been disastrous to dig away 
the centre of our country while the sea 
was diminishing its coasts. 


Exported Buildings. 


On Friday the House of Commons will 
take the second reading of Sir Hilton 
Young’s bill“ to provide for the better 
preservation of rural amenities and objects 
of interest.” Although the bill will meet 
with fierce opposition, since it restricts 
the right of private owners to dispose of 
their property, its objects, on the whole, 
are laudable. It provides that county 
councils or joint town-planning committees 
must make a thorough survey of areas 
under their control, and that any town- 
planning scheme must be based upon that 
survey. Where the rural amenities of any 
area are likely to be prejudiced, and the 
county council has failed to take action, 
the ‘Minister of Health is empowered to 
issue regulations. We commend especially 
a clause which controls the deposit of 
refuse and rubbish. The most interesting 
provision, however, is that which forbids 
the owner of any building to export it, 
either in whole or in part, without the 
written consent of the Commissioner of 
Works. Although this clause limits an 
immemorial right, there can be little 
doubt that all who set a proper value on 
historic associations will acclaim its ex- 
pediency. During recent years many 
historic and beautiful houses have been 
exported from England—almost entirely 
to America—and the English countryside 
has suffered from the loss.. Wise Americans, 
no less than Englishmen, deplore this 
fantastic traffic, “They realise that a 
building that has existed for centuries 
has acquired from its surroundings an 
atmosphere which it never will recapture 
on foreign soil.

From Reuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENBVA, Monday. 

The Tariff Truce Condeneaens which is being 
held here under the wgis of the League of 
Nations, opened this morning with a long 
speech by the Chairman, Count Moltke. 

In the course of his ‘speech Count Moltke 
said :—‘‘ In the conviction that, in order to 
bear fruit the final aim of the League of 
Nations must always be the welfare of all 
countries and of all Continents, I welcome to 
this conference the delegates of Japan, 
Columbia and Peru and the observers of 
Brazil, China, Cuba, the Dominican Republic, 
Mexico and Persia, and | am happy to inform 
you that the United States of America also 
have instructed one of their ablest officials. to’ 
follow closely the work of our conference, 

Referring to the coming negotiations, he 
said that they could not usefully be under- 
taken if whilst they were proceeding their 
very basis—i.e., Customs tariffs were subject 
to the risk of constant increase 

A SPIRIT OF EQUITY. 

The work of the present conference, he 
said, should leave room for the co-operation 
of all who might be willing to help, and 
should be inspired by a spirit of equity 
towards the trade of all countries. It should 
be discussed openly and should be regarded 
solely as a contribution towards the economic 
reconstruction of the world. 

Your presence here,” Count 
in conclusion, “will associate you, not only 
with a task upon which the whole future 
prosperity of nations depends, but also with 
that great work for peace and progress, which 
is the very ratson d’étre of the League of 
Nations.” 

The afternoon's sitting of the Tariff Truce 
Conference was rather yee cca from the 
point of view of the speakers and, couse- 
quently, was a short meeting. The im. 
portant speech of the afternoon was that of 
M. Hymans, the Belgian Foreign Minister, 
who is the originator of the idea of a “ tariff 
truce ” and thus the ‘‘ father “ of the present 
Conference. 

“ FATHER" OF THE CONFERENCE. 

After explaining the objects of the Con- 
ference, M. Hymans dwelt on the increase 
in the tariffs of certain countries, and gave 
figures showing the percentage of tariff con- 
solidation in other countries. He further 
spoke of the past objection in Great Britain 
to the modification of tarifis, and compared 
it with her present policy in the matter, 
which he characterised as an important de- 
velopment. 

He dealt with the objections to the idea 
of a tariff truce. and made a warm plea for 
the success of the Conference, adding that 
“should this pteparatory Conference fail it 
would constituie a check to the. economic 
labours of the League.” 

One of the most salient passages in the 
speeches was the following :—‘‘ To-day has 
been a day of small States. We hope to 
hear from the great States to-morrow, but 
I hope they will bear in mind that under 
modern conditions of production and economic 
development we cannot. think merely of our 
own country. We must remember that all 
icodern economic life is inter- dependent. We 
all depend on each other.’ 

“BIG GUNS" TO-DAY. 

The speech was received with general 
applause. Other speakers in the afternoon 
were the principal delegates of Austria and 
Norway, who both dwelt on the importance 
of the present effort for economic stabilisa- 
tion and international co-operation, and ex- 
pressed their wishes for the success of the 
Conference. 

The Conference ‘adjourned until 10.30 to- 
morrow morning, when Mr. Graham, the 
President of the British Board of Trade. 
and Herr Schmidt, the German Minister of 
Economics, will speak.

TARDIEU CABINET 
MAY RETURN. 


POSITION SIMILAR TO THAT 
-OF OCTOBER, 1929. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Monday Night. 

The fall of the Tardieu Cabinet comes 
at an awkward moment in the course of a 
momentous conference, and everybody is 
wondering in Paris to-night whether 
France will “ swop horses ” in the middle 
of the stream and have new delegates in 
London. 

The disadvantages of such a course are 
so obvious that it is expected that M. 
Tardieu will be asked to form the new 
Cabinet, in which all the Ministers, with 
the exception of M. Cheron and M. Lucien 
Hubert, who were the Mimisters in charge 


| when the Government was defeated, will 


retain their portfolios. 

The Government was defeated on a 
financial matter—a small one at that—and 
its general policy in home and foreign 
affairs has the approval of a majority in 
the Chamber. As the spokesinan of 
France at the Naval Conference, M. 
Tardieu had the virtually unanimous 
support of the French Parliament and the 
French nation. 


RADICAL-SOCIALIST POSITION. 


The Redical-Socialists and the Socialists, 
however, have to be reckoned with. 
They are anxious, after their long 
inactivity, to come into office again. 
They would like M. Tardieu to 
form a Leit Government, but, as a 
condition of this would be the exclusion 
of the Right Centre Parties and the 
virtua] mastery of the Radica]-Socialists, 
a Tardieu Cabinet, with the co-operation 
of the Radical-Socialists, is unlikely to 
materialise, and the Radical-Socialists, 
with the Socialists and a few members of 
the Left groups, would not give a working 
majority.

Persecution of religion in Soviet Russia 
and the promotion of revolutionary pro- 
paganda,in British territory were the sub- 
jects of several questions in the House of 
Commons yesterday. . 

Sir Kingsley Wood (Conservative, Wool- 
wich West) asked the Foreign Secretary 
whether he had yet raised with the Soviet 
Ambassador the question of religious per- 
secution in Russia. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson—-Before I raise 
such a subject I shall have to do my best 
to ascertain the facts. (Loud Labour 
cneers. ) 

Mr. A. M. Samuel—Are we to under- 
stand that it is left to this Government 
to depart from the glorious tradition of 
Gritain protecting her subjects? (Opposi- 
tion cheers, and counter Labour cheers. ) 

Mr. Shakespeare—-Did not the right 
hon. gentleman promise, last July, in this 
House that as soon as diplomatic rejations 
were resumed he would take up the case 
of the persecution of one hundred Baptists 
—pastors and teachers—exiled or iu 

rison ; and, seeing that the facts were not 
in dispute last Juiy—the names could ie 
given—will he implement his promise? 

Mr. Henderson—Yes, if the hon. gentle- 
man will give me any names I shall he 
delighted to do what I can. 

Mr. A. M. Samuel—‘Will the right hon. 
gentleman make no attempt to protect 
men who try to worship God according to 
their conscience? (Ironical Labour cheers. ) 

Mr. Henderson-—That supplementary is 
not justified by my answer. (Labour 
cheers. ) 

Mr. Henderson, in reply to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Heneage (Conservative, Louth), 
said that no communication had been re- 
ceived through the British Legation to the 
Holy See from the Pope, in regard to the 
recent persecution of Christians in Russia. 

Viscount Elmley (Liberal, Norfolk) 
asked the Foreign Secretary whetlier he 
had received a report from the British 
Ambassador at Moscow on the religious 
situation in Russia. 

Mr. Henderson—I have received only a 
preliminary despatch from His Majesty's 
Ambassador, but he is furnishing me with 
a report in the near future. 

Sir Kingsley Wood—Will he give 
House a summary of the despatch? 

Mr. Henderson—I cannot lay before the 
House a summary. I must lay it in full. 
I cannot bind myself until I have received 
the report. i

RUSSIAN PRESS REPORTS. 
Replying to Sir Robert Gower and Mr. 
Smithers, who called attention to the 
formation of the London Industrial 
Council, which has entered into agree- 
ment with the Moscow Council trade 
unions for securing the establishment of 
a revolutionary factory organisation in 
England, Mr. Henderson said that the 
London Industrial Council was. a recent 
creation. It was inaugurated in opposi- 
tion to the London Trades Council. It 
was not of such importance as to merit 
undue attention or to call for a protest. 

, Mr. Bennett (Labour, Battersea) sug- 
gested that, in making inquiries into 
these shadow bodies, the Foreign Secre- 
tary should try to ascertain the extent to 
which are promoted by . Tory 
influence. 

Sir Kingsley Wood ‘drew attention to 
recent publications of the Soviet news- 
‘pages Preovda\ asserting that 320 millions 
of the population of India were now 
marching under the Red Flag towards 
freedom from British rule, and that in 
the Near East there is rapidly approach- 
ing a revolution which will make an end 
of the Imperialistic plans of the Labour 
Government. 

Mr. Henderson said that his staff had 
not drawn his attention to such an 
article, but, if it had been published, he 
did not consider that it would call for 
any action on his part. 

Answering Mr. Godfrey Locker-Lamp- 
son (Conservative, Wood Green), Mr. 
Henderson said that he had seen reported 
statements that it was the intention of 
the Soviet Government to urge the 
proletariat abroad to decisive revolu- 
tionary battles at once, but he did. not 
consider that any action was called for 
in regard to recorded statements in 
another country. 

Mr. Locker-Lampson asked whether the 
Foreign Secretary considered that the 
statement was in accordance with. the 
letter or the spirit of the Protocol. 

Mr, Henderson—That is a matter for 
debate. If I took notice of all statements 
made in this or in any other country, I 
would be fully employed. 


AGITATION AGAINST

CANON DONALDSON’S 
VIEWS. 

Canon Donaldson, speaking at Fulham, 
London, last night, said that though un- 
doubted persecution had taken place in 
Russia and had been attended by dread 
cruelties, he could not applaud the present 
agitation against the Soviet Government ;

DESCENT TOO 
DANGEROUS. 


HE intensive search for the body 
of Laurence Grifhn, the postman 

on the Stradbally and Kilmacthomas 
route, who vanished on Christmas 
Day, has so far proved fruitless. 
Tankardstown shaft of the derelict

searched in turn, and at times civi-

DURROW BOG TO BE 
SEARCHED. 


MINE MAY BE PUMPED OUT. 

From Our Srecitat CorrESPONDENT. 

WATERFORD, Monday. 
HAT it is much too dangerous for a 
diver to make the descent of the 
Ballinasisla mineshaft is the conclusion 
arrived at by the diver from Liverpool, 
who inspected the mine to-day. This 
view, it is learned, has given a serious 
set-back to the hopes of the Civic Guards 
of finding the body. 

The diver, Mr. F. Morgan, of the firm 
of Messrs. Dennison and Sons, Liverpool, 
arrived in Waterford late last night, and 
early this morning made the journey to 
Ballinasisla, when arrangements were 
made to allow him to carry out an in- 
spection of the shaft. ‘The grappling 
apparatus was removed from the wire 
ropes. and an improvised bo'sun's chair 
substituted. Sitting in this chair the 
diver was lowered down the mine. Under- 
neath the seat the electric lamp was at- 
tached, and as the chair descended the 
electric cable was paid out. 


DIVER’S DESCENT. 

The diver was lowered slowly, and as 
he descended he tested the walls of the 
shaft and searched for jutting rocks or 
galleries. The chair went right down to 
the water level. but did not go any 
further, as the. diver had not on any 
diving gear. being dressed only in an 
ordinary suit. He tested the air, and 
with the aid of the electric light peered 
through the water, and after about fifteen 
minutes gave the order to be hauled up 
again.. He made four or five descents in 
this way, and at first stated that he had 
found the air good and the water clear. 
He ‘declined to say anything further than 
that he would make his report later in 
the evening to Chief Superintendent 
O'Mara.. The diver then left the pithead, 
“and Jater if the evening came the news 
that he, in his report, had advised that 
the mine was far from being safe,. and 


that the carrying out of. anv searching 1 


operations would be highly dangerous. 
THE DANGER. 


The shaft, he said, was one of the 
narrowest he had seen, and, if anyone 
attempted a staging at the. water level 
after the manner of a raft which would 
be necessary to facilitate diving opera- 
tions, it would be impossible to calculate 
the risk involved. He, therefore, did not 
advise a plan of diving. 

Having made the. above report, Mr. 
Morgan left Waterford, travelling to 
Dublin, where he caught the night boat 
for England. 

It now is thought. that, if the body lies 
at the bottom of the mine shaft, it is 
virtually certain that it will never be 
recovered. There still is a slender hope 
that the grappling operations, which are 
being continued, may produce a possible 
clue. 

Had the diver reported in any way 
‘avourably, it was the intention to bring 
xcross two divers and a team of assistants 
from Liverpool to search the mine shaft. 


THE SEARCHES. 

Chief Superintendent O’Mara accom- 
panied Mr. Morgan on the return 
journey to Dublin, and consultations 
with the principal authorities on the 
subject of further action may ensue. 
There are few directions in which searches 
can be carried out, since almost every 
avenue already has been explored. Civic 
Guards, as well as digging up several 
acres of the foreshore of the Stradbally 
Cove, have scoured the surrounding dis- 
trict, searching the bogs, ditches and 
woods. Local farmers and labourers 
within the past few days have searched 
the Glen Bog, and here again nothing has 
been revealed. 


DURROW BOG. 

They now propose to search the Durrow 
Bog, and adopt a mode of procedure 
similar to that at the Glen Bog—that cf 
burning the long grass, and later probing 
the bog holes. 

It is thought possible that the Civic 
Guards may decide on giving a trial to 
the proposal made some time ago to pump 
out the mine. Hi they do this, they then 
will be able to find out whether or not 
the shaft connects with the sea.

POINT BARROW, ALASKA, 
Monday. 
' The body of Mr. Borland, Lieutenant 
Carl Eielson’s mechanic on his fatal flight 
last November,. which was made in an 
attempt to rescue the crew of the ice- 
bound fur ship, Manuk, off Cape North, 
Siberia, has been found. The body was 
lying under five fect of snow one hundrel 
feet from the wrecked ‘plane. Lieutenant 
Kielson’s body has not yet been found. 
Lieutenant Eielson was one of the first 
airmen in the United States to conduct a 
regular air mail route, the service being 
between Anchorage and Fairbanks, Alaska, 
in 1921. He was also one of the first air- 
men to pilot a ‘plane successfully with 
skis instead of landing wheels. 


NORTH POLE FLIGHT. 

In 1928 he piloted Sir Hubert Wilkins 
in his celebrated flight from Alaska over 
the North Poie to Spitzbergen. The two 
men attempted to make the flight in the 
previous year, but were stranded one 
hundred miles from Point Barrow. For 
twenty-five days they were reported lost, 
but during that time they walked the 
distance from their ‘plane to Point 
Barrow. 

For his work in establishing the air 
mail route, Lieutenant Fielson was. made 
an honorary life member of the Order of 
Pioneers of Alaskz, an honour conferred 
on only two other persons, the late Presi- 
dent Harding and Colonel Frederick 
Mears, the man who built the railWeay 
into Alaska. 

Last year Lieutenant Fielson was pre- 
sented with the Harmon Trophy for 
outstanding flights bv President Hoover, 
and, together with Sir Hubert Wilkins, 
was honoured bv the. Swedish Government 
for the flight over the North Pole.

BRITISH VISITORS CUT OFF

The 6.10 train golf ahead oí 
the 6 o'clock. train and the former was at 
a standstill. underneath the Glasyow road 
bridge, lese than a hundred yards from 
Rutherglen Station, awaiting the al] clear 
sighal.. Apparently the 60’clock train then 
came along and crashed into the two rear 
coaches of the 6.10.

The Duke of York, proposing the toast of

1 by Daniels from an order of Mr. Justice 
‘Larles, who, (in Chambers, had ; dismissed 
an appeal from the order of Master Moseley 
divecting that Lloyd’s Bank be entitled to 
sign final judgment in the action for’ the 
amount endorsed on the writ, with costs. 

The bank claimed £80,131 from the de- 
fendants, £77,000 of which was stated to be 
the balance of money lent to Hatry and 
Daniels jointly in June last year. 

Mr. Stuart Bevan, K.C., for. 
said that there was a claim for 
uhout £80,000, the balance due on 
a loan of £100,000 after giving credit 
for money received by the sale of the Bir- 
mingham Corporation Stock which was de- 

sited as 
ave recourse in the first place. 

Counsel contended that the bank were 
really in the position of mortgagees in pos- 
session, and not. entitled to judgment until 
after an account had been taken. Since the 
order of Mr. Justice Charles £35,000 had been 
received by way of dividend. 

The evidence in the case was that Daniels 
was solvent and that the bank were fully 
secured in respect of this loan. They 

securityes to —the value of 
£110,000, or £30,000 more than the 
amount claimed. There were other trans- 
actions, and on these accounts “the bank 
were mote than covered by many thousands 
of pounds by the value of the securities de- 
porited with them. Most of the securities 
were shares in the United Steel Jndustry, 
which were worth £1 each. Daniels held 
400,000 of them. There was a difficulty in 
realising them immediately, 

If vou tried to sell them you would not 
get £1 per share, commented Lord Justice 

crutton. 

Mr. Bevan replied that he believed the 
evidence went to that extent. There were 
negotiations to buy all the shares in the con- 
cerns held by Daniels and Hatry, and to sell 
a small parcel witliout prejudice to these 
regotiations. 

TO SUPPORT HATRY GROUP. 

Mr. Bevan read an affidavit by Daniels, in 
which he said that in June, 1929. he had 
no liabilities and shares worth £250,000 be- 
longing to him personally. In that month the 
market in the shares of the Hatry group 
reqyired to be supported. ‘Therefore, he bor- 
mb money and deposited securities, hut 
at the present time he held shares worth 
£169,000 without counting any shares in 
- Dundee Trust or any other Hatry Com-

Five years agó a Royal Commission was 
appointed to inquire into the treatment of 
mental disorders, and some,-at all events, of 
its recommendations have been embodied in 
the Mental Treatment Bill, which Mr, 
Greenwood this afternoon invited the House 
of Commons to give a second reading, The 
measure was designed to meet the case of 
people who themselves recognised their con- 
dition, and the desirability of getting early 
preventive treatment, as well as that of 
permane who did not realise their condition, 
mut nevertheless might derive benefit from 
treatment different from that of the certified 
lunatic. 

At present, he pointed out, non-certified 
boarders in mental institutions were only 
received when they. were able to pay the 
fees. It was believed that the early treat- 
ment of incipient mental disorder would, in 
a great many cases, prove most beneficial. 
One of the main points in the bill was the 
removal of the pauper lunatic stigma by a 
provision that no one would be deemed to be 
in receipt of outdoor relief who was main- 
tained as a state-aided patient. 

Sir Kingsley Wood welcomed the bill 
which, he hoped, would be treated on a 
non-party basis. He said that the further 
they could get away from, certification the 
better. There was a strong prejudice 
against what was called being certified as 
a lunatic, and even if the patient 1e- 
covered, the stigma followed him for the 
rest of his life. 

Dr. R. Forgan, speaking of the methods 
adopted in Scotland for dealing with the 
mentally afflicted, pointed with some pride 
to the fact that certification was -20 per 
cent. lower in Scotland than in England. 

“ That is because’ you send the rest to 
England,’’ said Mr. Jack Jones, amid a 
‘roar of laughter.

MR. SHAW AND THE 


CENSORSHIP. 

Mr. Bernard Shaw has taken up the 
cudgels on behalf of ' The Night Patrol,”’ a 
film of night-life on the Thames Embank- 
ment, which the film censor has banhed. 

To a Press Association’ reporter yesterday 
Mr. Shaw said >—‘* The facte are stated in 
my letter to The Timea, that there is no 
end to the craziness of this censorship busi- 
ness. The name of a common and respon- 
sible public man is appended to the certifi- 
cates to reassure the public as te their value, 
but he cati pass through life without ever 
seeing a film. 

“The actual inspection is done by three 
examiners, who sit in a room with three 
films going simultaneously, each examiner 
wanting to look at the other’s film when his 
wh is unbearably dull. All they have to do 
to seo that certain subjects are not 
mentioned, a job in the competence of any- 
one worth £5 a week—if you leave out the 
torture of locking at the films all day and 
every day. I naturally concluded that the 
common and responsible signer of the cértifi- 
cate got a presumably first-class salary for 
exercising his judgment in cases where the 
mere routine of mentionable and unmention- 
able produces anomilies and absurdities. But 
when I referred the obviously scandalous 
censorsh™ of Miss Baxte#’s film to him he 
calmly informed. me that it breaks his ex- 
aminer’s mechanical; rule which cannot be 
relaxed in favour of an individual, very 
much as if the Home Secretary, on receiving 
evidence exculpating a person convicted of 
murder, were,.to reply that the rule that 
murderers are to be hanged cannot be 
relaxed in favour of an individual. I can 
only ask Mr. Edward Shortt publicly what 
he’ supposes. he is paid for aff what differ- 
ence it would make to public morals if his 
office was abolished.”

He has appointed Mr. Cecil Brabazon his 
private trainer, and at the beginning of this 
yoar half-a-dozen two-year-olds arrived at 
this trainer’s establishment, Ranger's Lodge, 
Curragh. They will be supplemented later 
by others, and by this time next year it 
is hoped that Mr. Brabazon will have a 
very strong string for his new patron. 

The late Mr. “Richard Croker, owner of 
it and Rhodora, and many other famous 

Bs Hoe was one of the most interesting 
Bhua on the Irish Turf, and lucky alike in 
his racing and. breeding ventures. The 
success of Orby in the Epsom Derby, in 
which he was ridden by “Jobnny ’ Reiff, 
was the crowning glory of his sporting 
career. Of course, he bred Grand Parade, 
“the lil” black horse,” as he was wont to 
call him, and this horse also won a memor- 
able Derby, but’ in the cdlours of Lord 
Glanely. 

The two-year-olds at Mr. Brabazon’s place 
are of the right stamp, and, as new owners 
like to see their colours successful, I think 
that this gratification on the part of Mr. 
Croker will be fulfilled very early in the 
new season.

Mr. Brabazon comes from a noted Meath 
family of sportsmen, and he has been all 
his life engaged in riding and training horses. 
With his brother, Leslie, another fine rider, 
he started training at Rossmore Lodge, Cur- 
vagh, and subsequently trained at Kilcumney 
House, Kildare, Among many good winners 
during this part of his career were King 
Michael, Trinity, and Gold Plate. Aiter- 
wards he ra in the United States for 
twelve months, and, no doubt, this ex- 
perience will stand him in good ‘stead with 
Mr. Croker, who, it is» not unlikely, may 
decide on racing a bit ok the American 
Turf. Mr. Brabazon was a distinguished 
amateur horseman, and during the time he 
was riding his bang awe always in 
strong demand. Those, were the days 
when in Ireland there ine such versatile 
amateur riders as Mr. Harry Ussher, Mr. 
ie ii Walker, Mr. Harry Maoil the late 
Captain Paget O'B. Butler,-and many others. 
He rode Ballyboggan in one of his Grand 
National efforts, and won the Cheltenham 
National Hunt Cup on Prudbome, Over 
Fune hestown he was, as the phrase has it, 

‘out on his own,” and rode the winner of 
the Downshbires on no fewer than six occa- 
sions. He also won the Conyngham Cup on 
the late Sir Wilham Goulding’s Repeater. 
He at one time trained for Mr. Frank Kar- 
bour, and saddled several good winners for 
the well-known North’ of Ireland sportsman. 

Last season and the season before he was 
very successful and saddled winners on both 
sides of the Channel for Mr. Albert Lowry. 
The principal of these were Swift Agnes 
and Argos Lad. 

Ail Mr. Croker’s two-year.plds 
and appropriately named—the names an 
every instance heginning with the letter “*C.”’ 
Clonford, a chestnut colt by Stratford—Lady 
Grace Fitsraver, is a raking big horse, and 
he may turn out a champion with time. 
Custodian is a chestnut colt’ by Knight of 
the Garter—Bernera, and will also want 
plenty of time. He is a slashing youngster. 
Chelsea is a chestnut filly by the same sire 
from Severn Tunnel, and I shall not be sur- 
prised if she wins some good two-year-old 
races in the middle of the ensuing season. 

The stable jockey is P. Moylan, a brother 
of J. Moylan, the versatile Brackenstown 
pilot, who once almost rode the winner of the 
Grand National on Mr. 1. K. Laidlaw’s Fly 
Lad.
